etate constitutions provide, so far sa we 
know, that each bouse (the senate and 
tbe house,) shall be the judge of the 
•lection and qualification of its members. 
So we sea readily tbat half a senate could 
not judge of the qualification and election 
of the new members, because it ia not the 
sanste, and as tbe lower house must 
organize from tbe members elect, eo moat 
the senate of a etale, and tbe prerogative 
of judging of the election and qualifica- 
tion cf members cannot begin until the 
organization is completed, and that 
organization must be by those who have 
certificates of election. In other words 
the judgment as to qualification and 
•lection which goes behind the certificate 
cannot begin nntil the party to be 
judged is a member. These facts must 
be clear to those who are trying to defeat 
the will of the people in New Jersey, and 
serves to show to what extremes Demo- 
cratic leaders will go in disregard of tbe 
popular will. They stop at no kind ot 
fraud, not even treason.

Tbe Work IB a Complicated One and 


voltes a Great Deal of Labor. 


The business of issuing a new set at 


bonds is a matter of some moment t 
the officials of the treasury depart- 
ment, because it involves a great dea 
of labor in the bureau of engraving 
and printing, in the registrar's offie 
and in the treasurer's office. It take 
some time for the bureau of engraving 
and printing to got out an issue o 
bonds. The engraving is a slo\v proc 
ess, says the Washington Star. Then 
the paper must be prepared. The is 
sue of renewal bonds in 1691 was 
printed on paper ten years old, which 
was lying in the vaults of the bureau. 
It had to be taken out and wet down, 
and it was not ready for use for ten 
days. Ponds go through the presses 
three times. First the tint is printed 
on the face of them. Then the form 
on the front is printed 5n black, and 
then the form on the back is printed, 
also in black. 
These bonds were 


printed from plates which were made 
in 1876. The bond issue of 1691 was a 
reissue of the bonds of 1876; so the 
bonds were printed alike. It Is aston- 
ishing how little wear there is on the 
tempered steel plates from which 
bonds are printed. 
Hut this is- not 


more remarkable than the process of 
freshening the plate which has been 
worn a little. If a bond plate looks 
at all dull under the microscope it is 
put in fhe transfer press and the cylin- 
ders with which the design was cut in- 
to it are rolled over it again 


Anyone who has seen .the fine hair 


lines in the engraving of' a bank note 
or a greenback will appreciate the 
marvelous accuracy of n. machine which 
can be adjusted so that the original 
cylinder, passing over the engraved 
plate seven or eight ve-irs after the 
original engraving will cut again into 
the same lines and MTup] v deepen the 
impression. The variation of a thou- 
sandth part of an huh in the iidjntt- 
rnent of tin c.vliml-r would blur the 
plate and ruin it. TU ,ost of trans- 
ferring from the ojhnilcr- alone is 
about iifH dollars a' pl.uc. and that 
feature of the preparation u,f the bond 
issue would cost the goMrnment fully 
three thousand dollnrs. 
The cost of 


engraving and printing- would bring 
the expense of issuing a new series of 
bonds up to about fifteen thousand dol- 
lars. 
The registered bond is alrout 


fourteen inches long by six inches 
wide 
The old coupon bond was 


eighteen by twenty-four inches. This 
was the size of the four per eent. bond 
which was to run thirty years with in- 
terest payable every three months, and 
which bore one hundred and twenty 
coupons. In the issue of coupon bonds 
the signature of tke register of the 
treasury is engraved on the coupons. 
It would be impossible for the register 
to sign one hundred and twenty cou- 
pons on each bond. In some of the 
heavy issues of bonds the signature in 
the body of the bond has been en- 
graved. But all of the registered bonds 
are signed by the register or his depu- 
ty. When these bonds are issued the 
initials of the clerk who entered and 
the initials of the clerk who recorded 
each bond arc written in the corner of

Hone That Wonlil Not Tak* 


Klndlr to Preparatory Work. 


"It is a mistaken idea that none but 


human beings can reason and that 
dumb animals have not that power," 
said Prof. Albert A. Palmer, of Buffalo, 
to a St. Louis Globe-Democrat man. "I 
am fully prepared to demonstrate that 
the animals inferior to man have rea- 
soning faculties, and that what is gen- 
erally termed instinct plays an impor- 
tant part in their doings and actions. 


"Let me give you a single example. 


1 have a friend named Downing, who 
owns a string- of valuable race horses. 
In his string is a horse known as 
Speedwcst. A'.day or so before a race 
in which the horse is entered he gen- 
erally sends him ont on the track 
mounted by a stable boy for a little 
preparatory work. The horse will not 
take kindly to his work, and no amount 
of persuasion with whip or spur can 
get him, away from a common canter. 
I noticed this peculiarity in the animal, 
and one day suggested to Downing 
that perhaps the horse knew that he 
was not expected to race, and for that 
reason could not understand exactly 
what was required of him. I prevailed 
upon him to dress the stable boy in the 
colors usually worn in a race and try 
the horse again. He did so, and the 
boy was placed in front of tbe animal 
for a moment that he might see the col- 
ors. The result was that when the 
boy mounted again the horse broke at 
the word of command and set off at a 
long, swinging gallop, which he in- 
creased to a run, nnisiiing the work un- 
der a strong pull. Another stable boy 
was put up without the colors, and the 
horse refused to leave the loping gait 
at which he started out. A second 
time the colors were used and again 
the animal set out at a rate of speed 
calculated to break a record. 


"What do you call that, instinct or 


reasoning? I contend that the horse 
hod a rational faculty which he exer- 
cised at will. He knew that without 
the colors he had nothing in particular 
to gain by extending himself to a swift 
run. When the colors were put on the 
horse reasoned that there was some ob- 
ject i n view. He reasoned that he was 
already prepared for a race and made 
his pace accordingly without bein* 
urged."

Hackonsack Mtadows, N. J., tht Scene 


of the Awful Calamity—The Dover 


Express Telescoped by the 


Orange Local. 


NEW 
YORK, Jan. 19.—One of the 


most disastrous accidents that wag 
ever experienced in the neighborhood 
of this city, occurred on the Delaware, 
Lacka wanna & Western railroad about 
8:30 o'clock yesterday morning during 
a thick tog on the Meadows just cast 
of Hackensack. 
The South Orange 


accommodation ran into the express, 
telescoping and smashing to splinters 
the two rear cars of the latter train, 
instantly killing nine persons and in- 
juring- about fifty others. 


The Dover express, which brings to 


the city men employed here in business 
and who live at Summit, Millburn, 
Short Hills and Newark, made its last 
stop at Newark and then rushed on 
through the thick fog- towards the 
city. About two hundred yards west 
of the drawbridge over the Hacken- 
sack, the train was stopped bv torpe- 
does. 


The flagman of the 
train, it Is 


claimed, ran 
back 
immediately to 


signal any train that might be ap- 
proaching from the west. 
He had 


gone but a few 
yards, he 
said, 


when 
suddenly 
to 
his 
horror 


he saw rushing upon him through 
the 
fog 
the 
South 
Orange 


accommodation. This train was sched- 
uled to leave South Organs at 7.53, but 
was about three minutes behind time. 
Aboard 
it 
were residents 
of the 


Oranges and of Newark, who are in 
business in New York. 


The train was running at about 


twenty-ave or thirty miles an hour. 
Before engineer David Hoffman could 
discern through the fog the express 
train, or before he had received the 
warning from the flagman who had 
been sent back, it was too late to stop 
his train. He turned on the air-brakes, 
and jumping from the cab, rolled over 
and over down a steep embankment. 
He was taken up afterwards uncon- 
scious, and badly bruised and cutabout 
the head and body. 


The fireman, Irwin Metz. rlimbrd 


back over the tender, and was found 
after the collision but slightly injured 
The engine struck the express train 
with terrific force 
It plowed its way 


into the rear car, a combination bag- 
gage and smoking car, and caused the 
forward end to telescope into the pas- 
senger car next in front. Every teat 
iu the 
smoking compartment was 


occupied, 
and the trainmen 
said 


that there were about forty passengers 
in the oar, Not one of them escaped 
injury. The occupants of the smoker 
were all men, which accounts, no 
doubt, for the fact that no women 
were reported to be among the seri- 
ously injured. 


The force of the collision completely 


wrecked the engine of the 
South 


Orange train 
It knocked the rear 


truck of the tender r.f- t'le tracks ami 
smashed the platforms, of i re first two 
cars. None of the passenger'., how- 
ever, on this traiu were injured; but 
all suffered from the effects of the 
terrific shock. 


But the result of the collision on the 


Dover express was woefully different 
The last t\\o ears were twisted and 
turned into n mass of broken iron, 
wood and glass, over which rose the 
clouds of .smoke and steam from the 
engine. 
I'rom this mass came th« 


groans and cries of the injured. Tha 
sight was horrible 
As soon as the 


passengers who were uninjured recov- 
ered from the shock, they piled out of 
the cars and rushed to the assistance 
of the injured. The wood work was 
lying in all directions and literally 
strewn along the track where the 
bodies of the dead and dying lay. The 
bodies of many persons 
had been 


thrown apparently clean out of the 
car by the collision, one side of the car 
being completely knocked off. The 
bodies of three or four passengers were 
pulled out of the telescoped car; and 
then the trainmen and the uninjured 
set to work with axs and saws to 
reach those who were buried beneath 
the wreck. 


There were crie* for physicians, and 


for whisky and water. There was one 
physician among the passengers, Dr. 
Keynolds, who escaped from the fatal 
car 
Louis (JJodium, a young medical 


student, who was on his way to attend 
the college of physicians and surgeons 
in this city, was- in the fatal car. He 
escaped v* ith some scratches and cuts 
upon the head and arms, but forgetting 
higown injuries, he went to the assist- 
ance of Dr. Reynolds and the more cool 
heads of the uninjured,passengers, and 
did excellent work in caring for those 
who were less fortunate. 


Messages for medical assistance and 


ambulances were sent to Jersey City 
and Newark. The running of regular 
trains from the depot in Hoboken was 
immediately stopped and all passenger 
trains in the depot were hurried to the 
scene of the accident 
The dead and 


injured were most all brought to Ho- 
boken, 
some, 
however, remained 


at Hackensacl., 
and 
others 
wcie 


sent 
back 
over 
the 
road 
to 


their homes. For hours the entrance 
to Hoboken station was crowded with 
anxious friends of those who were 
thought to bo on the fatal tram 
All 


the ambulances from St. Mary's hos- 
pital, in Hoboken. and those from 
Christ's hospital in Jersey City, were 
at the station awaiting the arrival of 
.the relief traiu. Twenty of the in- 
jured were taken to St. Mary's hos- 
pital and five to Christ's hospital. 


The Hornblomr Nomination In Knot* 
tiv» Samion. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 16.—The senate 


went into executiva session at 12:4U p. 
m. and almost as soon as the doors 
were closed Mr. Hill called up the re- 
port of the judiciary committee on the 
Hornblower case, and began speaking 
in support of the adverse report of 
that committee. 


It is understood that Mr. Hill went 


into this case In detail and made 
a vigorous speech in opposition to con- 
firmation on grounds that Mr. Horn- 
blower was not qualified to sit upon 
the supreme bench of the UnlUd 
States, and that in corroboration of 
these statements, and in support of tho 
report of the committee he laid befor* 
the senate the letters and other evi- 
dence which had been befor« the com- 
mittee. Mr. Hill did not, according- to 
current report, omit to diaouss the po- 
litical phase of the case, but, on the 
contrary, made some very plain* state- 
ments as to the reason why, from his 
point of view, the nomination was 
made and insisted upon 
He also hold 


that the action of the president was 
the first step in the direction of a com- 
plete overthrow, unless the executive 
be checked, of the senatorial preroga- 
tive, and he appealed to senators, re- 
gardless of part.\, to stand bj the re- 
port of the judiciary committee, a re- 
port that u^s nonpartisan in its char- 
acter, 
and 
which 
emanated 
from 


one of the greatest committees of 
the senate. Mr Hill, it is said, urged 
the senators to use what judgment 
they were called upon to exercise un- 
der the constitution, and to exercise it 
undeterred by the fear of executive 
patronage or favor. 


Mr. Hill's entire speech indicated, it 


is said, a vigorous opposition to the ad- 
ministration. Mr. Hill finished speak- 
ing at 2:15, and one senator who heard 
it throughout characterized the speech 
as a "plain, straightforward statement 
at which no one could take offense." 


Mr. Hill was followed by Mr. Vila*, 


a member of th» judiciary committee, 
and o_ne of the administration senators 
on that committee, Mr. Vilai, sought to 
refute the allegation concerning Mr. 
Hornblower's incapacity to fill the po- 
sition to which In-was nominated, but, 
it is understood did not permit him- 
self to be ("iverted into a political dis- 
cussion of the case. 


It was said that Mr. Gray would fol- 


low Mr. Vilas, although while the lat- 
ter was speaking Mr. Gray was enjoy- 
ing his lunch down stairs. 


Democrats generally appeared to 


take little interest in the debate, a fact 
whicli was emphasized by their long 
absence from the chamber. 
Senators 


Gorman and Eansom,during the greater 
part of the time consumed by both 
Mr. Hill and Mr. Vilas, were engaged 
in a discussion at luncheon.
